The startling suggestion that a 
license fee of $2.50 per radio owner is 
quite inadequate to produce tha sort 
of programs the C.B.C. was orgunized , 
to provide is like a dash of cold water 
to the average citizen. Yet, in a re- 
cent address, Mr. A: D. Dunton, Chair- 
man of the C.B.., frankly announced 
that the commission would either have 
to slash .its,present services severely 
or get more. money for them, presum-. 


ably by, taxation. | at 


Mr. Dunton further suggested 
to provide three national programs 
across’ Cahada, which he thought 
would be. the ideal policy, would cost 
about $7.50 per radio‘ owner per pro- 
gram. This ideal program would thus 
cost $22.60 per radio owner without 
making any provision against the nec- 
essary curtailments that he forecast. 

That raises again the question whe- 
ther the people of Canada are as res 
ponsive to the C.B.C. as it was antici- 
pated they would be, We think it is a 
reasonable assumption that few taxes 
are 60 generally resented as the radio 
‘tax that few are so gifficult to collect, 
that there is no other tax that the 
average honest citizen is sq ready to 
overlook. That certainly isn’t becayse 
of the amount, We have accepted with 
out protest taxes that were immeasur- 
ably more severe. The truth of the 
matter is that, after thirteen years of 
trying, the C,B,C. has neither won 
many friends ,influenced m@ny 
people in Canada. Give them a large 
“BE” for effort, They have tried, and 
we believe sincerely. If then, this is 


the case why should they not enjoy a 


larger popularity? 

We think that the main reason is 
that they come under ‘the. average 
man’s resentment at being pushed 
around by, goverment agencies that re- 
putedly are meant to serve not to push 
him. We think that, if the C.B.C, has 
failea to satisfy the public that it js 
getting more than full value for its 
money, it is because the aura of gov- 
ernment, the aura of paternalism has 
fallen upon it, It decides, not what 
the public wants, bit what it should 
want, and as the public has to pay for 
it anyway there’s not much to worry 
about. Perhaps that is why the most 
popular Canadian programs on the 
air are those produced by private in 
terests, whether carried on C.B.C. or 
independent stations. Realizing this 
“John Public” finds it difficult to un- 
derstand why. he is being taxed for 
something he could have anyway, and 
in a form very much more to his own 
liking, because the people who would 
produce it could serve their own ,pur-

CANADIAN WORKERS AND 
CANADIAN OILFIELDS ~ 

Some very rash statements have 
been made in and around Bdmonton 
during the course of the current con- 
troversy overt the ‘nationality of oil- 
field workers. The matter came to no- 


the contradictory statements now 
being circu.ated, the truth of the mat- 
ter seems to be veiled in some ‘niys- 
tery.

According ‘to the daily ptess, invest- 
igation by labor officials and repre- 
sentatives of the Canadian Legion has 
revealed, that ‘nearly 80 per cent of 
ollfield jobs had been filled by Amer- 
icans; on the,'same day, Edmonton 
papers published a statement by ‘the 


only 106 Americans—approximately 
95 per cent Canadian labor. This sur+ 
vey is stated to have covered the -vast 
majority of drilling ‘crewmen in Al- 
berta. 

‘There appears to be a discrepancy 
in the mathematics of the two reports; 
We have conducted no survéys “and, 
can lay no claim to exhaustive know- 
ledge of the subject of drilling crew 
nationality but it seems to us, from 
casual observation, that both figures 
are equally erroneous and equally rid- 
iculous, somewhere in between the two 
the true figure can probably be dis- 
covered.’ .

HERBICIDES VERSUS TILLAGE 
FOR WEED CONTROL 

Experiments ' have recently been 
conducted for the purpose of deter- 
mining to what extent chemical weed 
killers could be employed to replace 
mechanical tillage. 

Shortly after the introduction of the 
relatively inexpensive hormone weed 
destroyers, chemical treatment , for 
summerfallow rather than cultivation 
Was forecast. Pre-emergence spraying 
of grain crops as a substitute for ear- 
ly season or pre-seeding tillage was 
also considered a possibility. Herbicid- 
es appeared certain to replace cyt’ +a- 
tion for the control of certain winter 
‘annuals 6n crop-free fields early in 
the spring and late in the autumn on 
land that was likely to erode by wind 
when tilled. Undoubtedly the killing of 
weeds by spraying or dusting in grow 
ing crops would definitely reduce the 
amount of between-crop tillage requir 
ef to control. weeds. 

Three years of investigational work 
at the Dominion Experimental Farm, 
Brandon, Man., says D. A. Brown, has 
proved that herbicides can only under 
special conditions and to a lesser ex- 
tent than at first estimated, be used 
to replace tillage for ‘weed . control. 
Chemical summerfallow has not been 
found practical in western Manitoba. 
With few exceptions fields are infest- 
ed in varying degrees with weeds im 
mune to 2,4-D such as wild oats, 
quack grass, cockles, blue lettuce, and 
other species that are largely resist- 
ant, including wild buckwheat, flat 
spurge, certain pigweeds and Russian 
thistle, Chemicals will reduce the top 
growth of perennial sow thistle and 
Canada thistle, but the roots of these 
weeds must be tilled frequently to ob- 
tain control. Under summerfallow con 
ditions chemical treatment has not 
been found helpful. 

Drilling spring grain into weedy 
land, ‘then using 2,4-D as a pre-emer~- 
gence spray in place of cultivation 
prior to seeding has not fulfillea ex- 
pectations. Spraying the crop severa) 
days after seeding with even up to a 
rate. of four pounds (acid equivalent) 
of 2,4-D per acre has given no appre- 
clable weed killing under conditions at 
Brandon, 


r Herbicides can, however, profitably 


replace tillage in early spring and late 
autumn for such weeds as stinkweed 
and common mustard on soil that is 
likely to blow when. cultivated. Aside 
from weeds in growing crops and pat- 
ches of highly obnoxious weeds found 
on locations that cannot be cultivated, 
tillage can generally be employed for 
weed control at less cost and with 
better results than the use of herbi- 
cides. '

Three common sizes of range, shel- 


ters are 10 by 12,9 by 10 and 6 by 8 
feet, and they will accommodate ap- 
proximately 200, 150 and 80 ‘pullete 
respectively, The largest shelter 
should definitely be fitted with run- 
ners and it may be advisable to pro- 
vide an entrance at each end. The 
intermediate. aize may be bullt of light 
material, and if the base is built as a 
separate section from the top, two 
men can carry the shelter a short dis- 
tance. The smallest size has proved 
very satisfactory at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Fredericton, 
N.B., says Leonard Griesbach, Poultry 
Assistant, and it finds favour parti- 
cularly with small and medium size 
flock owners. It is more easily moved 
than the larger shelters, and the 
chickens can be caught more readily, 
with the aid of a wire catcher, from 
the door. Moreover, chickens seem to 
prefer roosting in the smaller shelter, 
judging by observation of the Exxper- 
imental Farm flock. Plans for this 
ahelter are available from the nearest 
Dominion Experimental Station, or 
from the Information Service, Domin- 
fon Department of Agriculture, Ottawa 


HARVESTING THE WOOL CLIP 

Within the next few weeks the sheep 
men will be harvesting their wool 
clip, With the demand for woo! fab- 
rics increasing, there is every indica- 
tion that prices for wool will be some- 
what higher than last year. While the 
fine wools are in greatest demand, to 
quality wool of all grades finds a 
ready sale. It will pay to practise 
eVery precaution at shearing to make 
certain the wool reaches market in 
the best condition possible, says P. 1. 
Myhr, Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Swift Current, Sask: 

vieanliness of the woo! ig of prim 
importance. Badly stained wool can- 
not be used in light colored fabrics 
and is of a lower commercial value. 
Shearing must, therefore, be done on 
a clean floor. A wooden shearing plat- 
form is ideal because it can easily be 
kept clean by sweeping. Where large 
flocks are shorn in one shed, consid- 
erable staining occurs in the: holding 
pens. These become mucky and soft, 
and when sheep are crowded into 
them, -the bellies and legs quickly be- 
come discolored. Slatted floors will 
prevent any staining in the holding 
pens. 

The actual shearing process is well 
known by most sheepmen and needs 
no further discussion, However, care 
must be taken to make certain that 
the fleece remains in one piece. 

After the fleece has been carefully 
“skirted” (tags, chaffy or burry wool 
removed), the fleece should be tightly 
rolled with the flesh side out and the 
shoulder wool on the outside of the 
roll. This can best be accomplished by 
folding the fleece twice fromm one side 
and starting to roll it from the britch 
end. The fleece must then be tied with 
the special paper twine provided for 
this purpose. The use of binder twine 
or other ‘corded twines is to be avoid- 
ed, as strands become attached to the 
fleece’ and cannot be.separated by 
present day machinery. The, fleece is 
now ready to. be,sacked. Ram fleeces 
should be kept separate from ewe 
fleeces, as they often are of different 
grades and quality.

Another may. be either a 
male deer, a male moose'or a male 
elk, The third may be a grizzly bear, 
or a black, brown or cinnamon ,bear. 
In the case of any kind of bear, femal- 
es with cubs are protected. 

Special licenses will be igsued to 
both residents and non-residents. for 
taking their quota of one deer, elk or 
moose from September 15th tu Octo- 
ber 15th in that portion of tne Atha- 
basca Forest Reserve lying west of 
the South Sulphur River from the 
Jasper Park boundary to its junction 
with the main Sulphur River, thence 
following the main Sulphur River to 
its junction with the Smoky River, 
thence following the Smoky River to 
where it intersects the northern boun- 
dary of the Forest Reserve.
